1,000 REGULAR ARMY MEN TO 
OPEN CAMP ATI RESER- 
VATION JUNE 15. 

Will Remain Abkout Two Months. 
State Troops to Be Tere Part 
of July and August. 


First of the week Captains J. R. 
DeVall and P. Orr and Seryeant 
Sanger of the U. S. army arrived in 
Grayling and were busy giving or- 
ders for. getting things ready to re- 
ceive about a thousand members of 
the regular army who are to arrive 
at the Military reservation June 15th. 
Contracts ae being Jet fur provisions 
and supplies to be delivered when 
needed. i 

This contingent expects to remain 
in camp -here until the middle or lat- 
ter part of August. The State Na- 
Vional guard units will be here some- 
time during the encampment of the 
regular army men and will be under 
instruction of the latter. The slate 
yuard is now made up of about 2.500 
or more men. [t is probable that 
they will remain in camp for about 
ten to fifteen days, and will be di- 
vided into relays, thus extending the 
period of the encampment.

REP. FRANKHAUSER 
TAKES OWN LIFE 


| THIRD DISTRICT CONGRESSMAN 


! 4S FOUND IN BATH TUB WITH 
SLASHED THROAT. 


| KEPT FROM DUTIES BY ILLNESS ; 


Elected Last Three- 
Cornered Fight; Was Prominent 
in Flilisdate Public Life.

Battle Creek.--William H. Frank- 
hiauser, of Hillsdalo, representative of 
the Third Michigan congressional dis- 
trict, Committed suicide at the Battle ; 
Creek jsunitarium here late on the af- 
j ternoon of May 9 by cutting his throat 
and slashing his abdomen with a 
razor. He was dead when tound, his 
body lying in the bathtub of his room. 

Congressinan Frankhauser, because 
of continued iff health, dating almost 
from the time of his election in No- 
vember, had not assumed his active 
duties in the present special session 
of congress, but had planned to do so 
soon, his friends were advised. 

Body Found in Bath Tub. 

A few days ago. accompanied by his 
wife and his brother, Dr. S. B. Frank- 
hauser. he came tu the local sanitari- 
wi fur a rest, and at his own request 
Was assigned an attendant. The tragic 
death was discovered when the atten: 
dant returned to find the door locked. 
Dr. R. F. Wafer was called saad upon 
his orders the room was broken into. 
Congressman Frankhauser’s body was 
found. He had evidently first tried to 
reach a vital organ by slashing his 
abdomen, and then decided to cut his 
throat. 

Coroner Carl Gray decided an in- 
quest was unnecessary. Congress- 
men Frankhutiser was 58 years old 
and is survived by his widow, one son, 
and a daughter. 

Congressman Frankhauser was one 
of the best known citizens of the 
Third congressiuna) district composed 
of Kalamazoo, Hillsdale, Eaton, 
Branch and Culhoun counties. His 
nomination was won au the Repablican 
primarics, aiter a spirited contest 
with two opponents. Mrs. Helen Cur- 
tilius Statler and Iettom Kk. Eaton, both 
of Kalamazoo. 


Was Successful 

Hillsdale—Mr. Frankhauser was 
born in Wood county, Ohio, on March 
5, 1863, and moved to Michigan with 
his parents at the age of 12 years, 
first living at Monros, for about four 
years, and coming to Litchfield, Hills- 
date county, nearly 4 years ago. 

His father was an evangelical min- 
ister and fur many years held the of- 
fee of presiding elder in that church. 
Mr. Frankhauser taught district school 
in the vicinity of Litchfield beginning 
in the fall of 1880, and continuing for 
10 winters, working on the farm sum- 
mers. At 26 years of age, he read law 
in the office of Guy M. Chester, now 
circuit judge, and was admitted to the 
bar a year later, since which time he 
was practiced Jaw in Hillsdale city 
with splendid success.

STATE TO DISTRIBUTE ANTI- 
TOXIN FREE JAN, 1. 


Is Certain Cure for Diphtheria if 
Given Within 24 Hours after 
Onset of Sickness. 


Lansing, May:—Free and unlimited 
distribution of antitoxin—the certain 
cure for diphtheria when administer- 
ed within 24 hours after onset of 
sickness—will start Jan. 1, 1922, the 
Michigan department of health in the 
meantime planning a state-wide edu- 
cational campaign to reduce the in- 
cidence of the disease which caused 
more than 800 deaths last year. 

Illustrated pamphlets, explaining 
the use of the Schick test, of immun- 
ization with toxin-antitoxin mixture, 
and treatment with antitoxin, are be- 
ing prepared for all health officers, 
nurses. and physicians. With the 
transfer of the bureau of vital sta- 
tistics to the department of health. 
diphtheria death rates for every com- 
munity and county in the state will 
be published and the people instruct- 
ed that the use of antitoxin will cut 
the rates in half. 

“Diphtheria has a scourge-hold on 
the state at present,” asserts Dr. R. 
M. Olin, commissioner of health. 
“that cart be overcome only by in- 
tensive use of preventive measures. 
Health officers are not, as a whole, 
releasing cases of diphtheria proper, 
ly, many carriers going back -into ev- 


ervday life to spread the disease 
among innocent vietims; and mild 
eases of ‘diphtheria are not being 


treated, with the result that post- 
diphtheric paralysis is crippling 
seores of children.

From Coal Gas. 

An English engineer, Ernest Bury, 
claims that he has succeeded In ex- 
tracting ethylene nicohol from coal- 
oven gas on a commercial scale, says 
the Scientific American. The practi- 
eal working of the process at the Skin- 
ningrove works, where 5,800 tons of 
coal are carbonized per week, reveals 
an average yield of 1.6 gallons of al- 
cohol per ton of coal. The total weight 
of coat reduced to coke in this country 
during 1918 was 14,685,000 tons, so 
that the application of Mr. Bury’s 
process to this quantity of coal would 
yleld 23,416,640 gallons of alcohol, 
which would be available as lquid 
fuel. Coal treated at gns works would 
yleld a further 27,000,000 gallons, or, 
taking alcoho) and benzo} together, 
114,000,000 gations of liquid fuel per an- 
num could be produced from the car 
bonization of coal In this country 
toward meeting the total requirement 
of about 160,000,000 gallons.

Hired Men Get Four Times as Much 
for Their Services ae They Did © 
in 1879, 


Washington.—Wages of hired men 
on farms have more than doubted in 
the last ten years, tripled In the lust 
twenty years and were more than four 
tin:as higher last year than they were 
in 1879. These changes are shown by 
stetistics of the Department of Agri- 
culture, : 

‘Wages paid by the month, without 
bourd, averaged $84.05 for the country 
as a whole last year; ten years ago 
they averaged $27.50 an! in 1879 they 
were $10.43. 

Day Inbor at harvest time last year 
averaged $4.26, without board, and at 
Other than harvest thne $3.50. Ten 
years ugo harvest-time jJabor was paid 
$1.82 and at other than’ harvest time 
was paid $1.13 and non-harvest-time 
labor SI cents a day, 

California and Nevada farmers paid 
their lahor the highest prices without 
board. the average in those states last 
yeur having been $107 a month. The 
lowest average wus in Mississippf, 
where $41 wus paid. The average for 
the country 1s a whole was $46.95; 
the northern Atlantic states averaged 
$7h.44, the south Atlantic $50.56, the
